srho have eyes to see there is more and 
taore evidence of the approach of a 
jrisis in the affairs of th« Ottoman em- 
pire 
But the Turk himself offers no 


signs of an appreciation of the fate 
that is impending over him in the limit 
that has apparently been reached on the 
patience ol the European powers with 
the process of extermination of the Ar- 
menians that has been steadily and re- 
lentlessly pursued by the Turks. 


There is no diminution ia the rancor 


iispl-iyed by rhe Mussulmans toward 
the Armenians and no sign of the relin- 
quishmeut ot the Turks' contention 
that the Armenians are persistent aud 
ieterrained revolutionists and agitators 
ftgaiust the sovereignty of the Sultan, 
ind, as such, invite the strongest repres- 
sive measures that have been used 
against them. 


Some color has to be admitted to this 


contention of the Turks from the fact 
that soms ot tbe envoys of the powers 
havB received a circular note from the 
Hiutehak icvoluticucry committee, de- 
claring that if the reforms demanded 
by the Armenians at the time of the 
raid by them upon the Ottoman bank, 
are not granted, there will be a more 
serious outbreak ngaiast the authorities 
and over a much wider area than was 
the last, Avhich resulted in the appar- 
ently indist iminate slaughter ol Ar- 
menians in this city. 


Since Friday there has bean a Iwge 
increase in the patrols of cavalry in The 
Rapu, the suburb of Constantinople, 
in which ure situated the French and 
£n{."hsu ambassadors' residences, and 
in Buyukdere and Pera. This is the 
sultan'a precautionary measure against 
future outrages, iu compliance with the 
warning contained in the note from the 
powers 
Thfse troops, it is understood, 


come under the antliority of those who 
are warned that they will be responsi- 
ble if outbreaks involving tha destruc- 
tion of property and loss of lift? occur. 


Bnt the troops are at the same time 


authorized to u«e their arms in self- 
defense if they are attacked. Theio so- 
called precautionary measures have not 
improved the situation and luve rather 
*erved to extend the foeliufr of terror- 
ism on account Of the feeling o£,doubt 
as to trhat secondary and Ceiled mean- 
ing may be hidden behind the lettm: of 
instructions to the troops.

Are Pretty Legends of Sonc and 


Story About lt« rrnit, 


Concerning the rich fruit of the lotus, 


which grew luxuriantly in the Nile, 
many charming legends have been told. 
IB was believed that it was so delightful 
that those v^ho ate of it would never 
leave the spot where it grew, but for it 
would abandon home and friends to 
spend their lives m a dream of serene 
delight Homer, m the Odyssey, men- 
tions the, lotus eaters, who lived on the 
northern coast of Africa, and records 
tueir attempts to detain the followers 
of Ulybses by giving them the fruits of 
the lotus to eat, so thai they should 
never wish to leave the spot where it 
grew. 


The same poetical idea ia known tc 


the Arabs, who call it the "fruit of des 
tiny," whica is toy be eaten in paradise, 
and it is on this foundation that Tenny- 
son built his charming poem of the 
"Lotus Eaters." This mythical lotus 
has been identified by several botanists 
with that indigenous to Tunis, which is 
a thorny shrub, with berries of the size 
of an olive. 


ilungo Park found a species of lotus 


in Central America bearing bemes of a 
delicious taste, which, ou being dried 
and pounded, made very wholesome 
aad pleasant bread 
The lotus fruit 


found in Tunis has a stimulating, dl- 
moat intoxicating effect, and it is there- 
fore prooable that this plant furnished 
the foundation of the ancient legends. 


The sacred lotus of the Egyptians was 


a fine wjuatic plant, dedicated to Osiris 
and Isis and regarded in Egyptian de 
hneations as signifying the creation ol 
the -world. Distinct from this l«tus -w a 
that known as the blue lotus of the 
Nile, also a sacred plant Both these 
species of lotad occur frequently as re- 
ligious symbols and decorations in the 
temples. — Public Opinion

BOULOOXK, Sept. 14.— Tynan, the 


"Number Oae." has boen arrested here 
on a Scotland Yard warrant which was 
issued in JftS'i. 


Tynan arrived in Europe by landing 


in Genoa in August. He proceeded 
from there to'Paris, where he remained 
for some days consorting with a num- 
ber of the members of the dynamite 
faction of the Irish party. 


He had been traveling under the 


name of George Gordon and other 
aliases. He arrived in Boulogne and 
put up at the Hotel Folkestone, where 
he did not hesitate to expound his Fe- 
r.ian views in the bar of the hotel. 


His movements had been watched 


from the time he had arrived in French 
territory. 
The local commissary of 


police, together with an English de- 
tective, burst into his room at 4 a. m. 
The detective held a loaded revolver to 
his head and threatened to shoot him if 
be resisted. Tynan was secured and ad- 
mitted 
his identity. 
Incriminating 


papers and a large sum of money were 
found in his possession. 


The prisoner was'lodged in a cell in 


the Boulogne police station and he will 
be arraigned with a view to his extradi- 
tion to England. 


The warrant on which the arrest is 


made charges him thar the prisoner was 
concerned m the murder of Lord Fred- 
erick Cavendish, chief secretary, and 
Mr. Mr. Burke, under secretary, in 
Phoenix Park, adjoining the vice regal 
lodge in Dublin, on May 6, IsfSi, and 
with the manufacture of dynamite 
bombs for use in England.

The Heat Pestilence In Xevr York. | 


The unprecedented hot wave that 


shriveled up New York and Brooklyn 
lasted ten days. The deaths from those 
who had been prostrated by it did not 
cease for several days after the actual 
fall in temperature. The heated period 
extended over five days of each of iw o 
weeks. For the second weofc of its ap- 
palling reign there were in Kew York 
city and Brooklyn 2,686 deaths. The 
normal death raw was much more than 
doubled. 
Only those went into the 


streets who were obliged to go. None 
knew whether his ovm turn would not 
come nest to reel and fall upon the side- 
walk or at his desk. 


The scenes at the morgue and at the 


undertakers all over the city recalled 
the description of the pi ague in London. 
There were not hearses enough to bury 
the dead, and, horror unspeakable, there 
were not even coffins enough to hold 
the corpses. There were not gravedig- 
gers enough to hollow out the last rest- 
ing places of those whom the sun rays 
had killed. In hundreds of cases corpses 
were kept until they became a menace 
to the living because there was none to 
bury them. Day and night the grave- 
diggers toiled at their grewsome task, 
till they themselves succumbed to the 
beat and fell fainting over their work. 


At the morgues scores of bodies lay' 


unidentified. At the hospitals it was the i 
same. 
Corpses are identified by their 


clothing. In the haste to save the life of 
the patient his clothing was ripped off 
with knife or scissors and thrown in a 
heap with all the rest In that awful 
heat went ont the souls of scores whose" 
friends and relatives will never know 
their fate till judgment day. 
The city 


distributed free ice and public free baths 
were open all night. 


The sufferings of the dumb brutes nc 


pen can write, InBrookl-ynS.OOOhorses, 
cats and dogs died from the heat. In 
New York city 1,5(50 horses fell in their 
harness. It was pitiful to see that most 
of the noble creatures lay upon hillsides, 
with their hoada toward tho top. They 
had dropped dead while straining to 
draw heavy loads up hill, faithful to 
duty till the last. It was not uncommon 
to see seveial large and beautiful horses 
lying dead upon the same elevation. 
For nearly a weok many of their bodies 
lay where they fell, filling the air with 
pestilence and horror. The horse under- 
taker could not haul thorn away because 
his own horses had fallen.

I do not care to discuss the elect 


of the silrer coinage on the material 
interests of Mexico with a view to 
influencing the result of the coming 
national election in the United States 
Such course on my part would be 
wholly improper, considering the 
Wend'ly and peaceful relatioos~exist- 
ing between the United States aud 
Hexico. The present political issue 
in the former country is the question 
of the money standard, aafi I do not 
wish to be regarded as in anywise 
attempting to affect the outcome. 


I can give the facts relative to ex-

Ocular demonstrations, 


of tae vast development may be found 
by visiting the cotton and woolen 
mills in our various cities 
Some are 


o*d, others recently opened. Our pa- 
per miljfa and their output also fur- 
nish evidence of our material pros 
prnty. Until a comparatively reeeaS 
period all tbe pulp used in the manu 
facture of paper in tbis country was 
imported, and the paper only was 
made in Mexico: now the pulp acd 
everything tbat enters into the com- 
position of the paper is made here 
The departments of the government; 
will furnish the exact data and sta- 
tistics showing the growth of domes- 
tic manufactures and commerce 


While our material interests have 


increased stetcHly and healthfully for 
the last twenty years, since the close 
of the Indian mints and the repeal of 
the Soerman law, so called, in the 
United States, the growth at Mexico's 
commercial and industrial interests 
has been, particularly marked. The 
consequent appreciation in the price 
of gold and tfue increase in exchaLgi 
between Mex co and the gold stand 
ard countries at once operated to re- 
dace importations 
and stimulate 


home manufactures 


The added price cf exuiacge was 


in "effect an addition to the tariff. 
The importer added to the original 
cast tbe duty and cost of exchange 
Oar cotton and woollen mills already 
ia operation were obliged to enlarge 
tSair capacity and new ones Viert 
establisned. The number uf opt,*a 
lives necessarily had to be greatly in 
creased. 


To show the falling off in the con- 


sumption of foreisn merchandise, if 
may'be said that the year pti^r to 
the increase of foru^a excbacgt o 
silver oar customs collections ai tr,e 
ports of entry amounted to 822,000 
000 
The next year they were 814,- 


000 000 In tee fiscal year ending in 
Irf90 our Importations exceeded 852,- 
000 000. In the fiscal year ending in 
1MS5 they were angntiy in excess of 
$34,000,000. On tiie other hand, our 
exportation increased. In ISOO-'jl 
they amounted to 863 000,000, and in 
1894-95 to 890,000000 
There was 


nothing in the nature or a commer- 
cial panic consequent upon the sharp 
advance in silver exchange. 


Oar merchants are conservative 


antt careful, and bank and business 
failures are happily rare in Mexico 
under anr circumstances 
As to 


wages and the condition of laboring 
men, considering the oat ire of work 
and <l«8s-M of industry, they compare 
favorably with those in other coun- 
tries. 
The deaaand for skilled Itfw has 


givwa with ice ureai increase in the 
number of mills acd manufactore* 
This demand in all br&nehe» of labor

not impaired the \ilue of our dollar 
as applied to the purchase of articles 
ut home manufacture. It* buying 
power is unchanged in this respect, 
acd prices for domestic merchandise 
and produce vary only according to 
the supply and the demand. 


Heavy investments of foreign cap- 


ital in Mexican enterprises have been 
made since the appreciation of gold 
elsewhere 


There is another point of view. 


The foreign debt of the country is 
payable in gold. The duties on im 
ported merchandise are collected in 
silver, or on that basis. 
The hign 


rates of exchange, together with the 
decrease in onr customs collections 
cefore alluded to, have caused a con- 
siderable shrinkage in this source of 
revenue.
